.\n overdrawn bank ncconnt may 
cause mental discomfort. .\n over¬ 
drawn battery account Is apt to cause 
discomfort—both mental and physical. 

Tlie liipiid (electrolyte) In a fully 
charged hatter.v will stand “below 
zero" temperatures, 'n a discharged 
battery it will freeze at a much higher 
temis-raturo. This is reason for spe¬ 
cial econnm.v in cold weather. The 
liquid also shoubl be kept well above 
the plates. Offer a battery a drink 
at least once in two wi'cks, hut—In cold 
weather—only just before a run. Wa¬ 
ter added to the electrolyte will mix 
only when the battery Is charging or 
disehargiag. Before sueli mixing It Is 
just clear water and will freeze at 32 
degrees. 

The two main cable connections at 
the battery must be tight. Looseness 
here has been the cause of much hand 
cranking. Look at these contact posts 
occnslonully, and If green corrosion ap- 
pear.s disconnect the ternilnnls and 
clean nil surfaces well. Corrosion work¬ 
ing In between tbe post and the cable 
terminal or between the end of the 
wire cable Itself and the sleeve termi¬ 
nal It Is soldered Into, Interferes with 
the free flow of current Into and out 
of the battery.

Pennsylvania received the largest 
amount of federal aid and her six 
approved project.s come second in the 
estimated cost of the roads. 

On a Massachusetts project, a short 
concrete road, the estimated cost is 
at the rate of .$127,864 a mile.

: DN PRINCIPLE OF BOOMERANG 

I _ 

I Airplane Constructed Along Same 
I Lines as the Famous Weapon of 

Australian Bushmen. 

Although an anomaly to go to th® 
primitive savages of .\tistralln for 
points on an airplane, that was Just 
what was done In the development 
of flying in the air by humans. The 
fundamental principle of the plane Is 
tioth old and simple, having been dis¬ 
covered by the hushmen of the nntlp- 
oiles unil einhodietl hy them In the 
boomerang, which by mt'ctlng In Its 
flight the air at a slight angle got 
a “lift.”

The accident occurred immediately

inp to all accounts, Mr. NVripht miss¬ 
ed the repular ernssinp and endeavor- 
eil to drive his machine across the 
railroad tracks. He passed over the 
local El .Moline car tracks just as the 
Sierra .Madre car hove in .sipht. when 
he tried to ivverse and hack away, 
hut was struck by the electric car and 
ilrapped twenty or thiiAy feet, while 
the fore ]iart of his machine was 
wedped between the ear trucks. 

Both occupants of the machine were 
tumbled into one corner of the front 
seat and escaped without a scratch, 
.ilthouph they were somewhat shaken 
uji. The impact broke off the front 
step of the electric car ;ind badly 
damaped the automobile, tetirinp off 
the left front wheel, hreakinp the ax¬ 
le, lamits, runninp hoard .and crushinp 
the front portion. 

The passenpers on the eleetrie c:ir. 
besides beinp iilmost jolted out of 
their seats by the sudden slowinp 
down of the car, were thrown into a 
wihl panic, many helievinp the occu¬ 
pants of the machine were beinp 
prounil to death underneath them, :is 
one of the wheels .and rubber tin's of 
the automobile wetv beinp run over 
and crushed. 

G. G. Pfeil, molorman, made des¬ 
perate efforts to sto(i, hut, owinp to 
the rate his car was travelinp, found 
it impossible until he had p.assed 
several car lenpths. 

Mrs. Tyson remained perfectly cool 
durinp the incident. .After she and 
Mr. Wripht were assisted out of the 
wrecked machine, she stated that Mr. 
Wripht was unable to see well at 
nipht, and that at fust he thoupht he 
was on a repular cross road. 

Jack Richey was conductor of the 
train at the time. The electric car ar- 
rive<l in Sierra Madre an hour late. 
No complaints were he.ard from the 
passenpers, whose ncrx’es were hardly 
back to normal after their excitinp 
experieincp.

“I.afayeilc, We .Are Hero!”

“llum|)ety duin a diuin adum!” 
The sourul of drums echoed along the 
streets of Paris, anri thru the crowds 
might l)e seen a regiment of men in 
khaki marching fearlessly ntireast 
with the sons of France in their true 
lilue uniforms, Iieaded by the Star 
.Spangled Danner and the Tri-color of 
Frariee. The same lirm. resolute look 
of det»‘rmination could lie .seen f>n 
each Ami'i'ican laddie’s face. 

“They shall not pass!’’ Iiad been 
the vow and now tlu-se Amcrican.s 
were liere to see tlial they should not 
pass! 

“General I’ersliing e.st venir.” 
(General Pershing is here.) 

“Vive la Ameniuc!” It was tlie 
cry on every lip. Old men cheereii in 
broken voices, with tears raining 
down tlieii' wrinkled cheeks. \'iva- 
cious youths sliouled hilariously. Lit¬ 
tle cliihiren .stared in speecldess won- i 
der, hut as the incessant tattoo of tlie 
drums gurglinl mirthfully, while their 
mothers wept aloud in tlieir joy, and 
from each lieart a pi'ayer of thank.s 
was silently offered. 

The Stars ami Stripes flew aloft 
from the steeples, and hung from 
each window. Every child in its liand 
cla.sp them, gleefully waving them on 
high. 'Fheir hearts were gladdeneil 
by the coming of the Americans; it 
meant safety, food .and shelter to 
them, uinl when at last the large gray 
macliine jiassed draped in the fold.s of 
the Stars and Stripes mingled with 
tho.se of the Frencli emblem, hearing 
General Pershing and Marshal Joffre 
the crowd broke into a joyous 

“Hooray!’’ 

General Pershing, hat in liancl, bow¬ 
ing right tind left, i-espondcd with a 
hearty “Vive La France!’’ 

I’ershing received his first pang of 
liorno-sicknes.s when he heard that fa¬ 
miliar cry on foreign lips. On and on 
they went thru tlie peering crowds, 
each anxious to get a glimpse of the 
great American general. On and on 
to the little Pipeus cemetery, where 
I’ershing was to visit the tomb of La¬ 
fayette. The tomb was surrounded 
by a simple iron railing, where a mar¬ 
ble sliaft had been erected to his lion- 
ored memory, hearing the in.scriplion 

"Marie Jean Paul Vves Roche tiil- 
hert du Motier Lafayette, bom 1737, 
dieil 1804.’’ 

Marshal Joffre, General Dubaid and 
General Peltier, tind the boys in hor¬ 
izon blue bearing the Tri-color of 
France, stand opposite General Per¬ 
shing, General Stanton and the hoys 
in kliaki, the foremost bearing aloft 
the Stars and Stripes. General Per¬ 
shing raised his hand in salute to the 
living French and to the one who risk 
his life to help us, one hundred forty 
three years ago. 

Marshal Joffre made a few appro¬ 
priate remarks suitable to the occa¬ 
sion and which deeply touched the 
hearts of the Frenchmen. While Jof- 
fro talkeil, thru Pershing’s mind flit¬ 
ted the vision of Lafayette when in 
1777 ho, with a brave litle band, fitted 
up a .ship and despite the coniinunds 
of his .sovcivign had come to our aid. 
To help us in our strugggle for inde¬ 
pendence. The picture arose of La¬ 


fayette cheering, urging our colonists 
on, in the battle of Yorktown. La¬ 
fayette, the brave, the fearle.ss, the 
gallant. And now hi.story had re¬ 
peated itself, for Pershing with a j 
host of Yankees was here to .save 
France, but it was not with the ob¬ 
jection of his country for all Ameri¬ 
ca was there to back him up! 

'I'lien this illusion faded and in its 
place came the one gX Pershing’s 
grandparents when years ago in Al¬ 
sace Loraine their home had been 
burned by the Germans and ilc.stitute 
and poverty .stricken they were fontcsl 
j to seek their home elsewhere. And 
now after all the.se years Pershing 
was to gain his revenge ami pay the | 
debt to the dead —nay the living spir- | 
it of Lafayette! I 

Marshal Joffre had finished and the I 
boys in blue and khaki awaited Per-1 
shing’s message to Lafayette anil to 1 
tlie French of the Great W’orld War.; 
'I’liis message was given in just four 
words—words to be repeated all over 
the world. They were: 

“Lafayette nous vola” (l.afayette, 
we are here.) It was a touching scene 
lieautiful in its simplicity. Four 
words, yet they will remain long in 
tlie hearts of those wlio witnesssed 
the scene. 'They can never be forgot¬ 
ten. What more could he said? In 
that one brief .sentence Pershing sym- 
liolizoil the attitude of all America; 
it spoke America’s gratitude when 
she sent her sons and money to help 
repay France the debt we can never 
repay in full. For without Lafayette, 
without tlie battle of the Marne, wo 
might have been fighting the Ger¬ 
mans on our osvn soil instead of that 
of foreign. 

“l.afayette, we are here.’’ To that 
these words arc ailded: 

“.Anil, Lafayette, we an* coming 
coming a million strong!”
